MINISTRY OF SOCIAL JUSTICE AND EMPOWERMENT 
(Scheduled Castes Development Division) 

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 29th April, 2004 

No. 12016/9/2003-SCD (R.L. Cell)-Part-IX.— Whereas the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Social Justice and Empowerment (Scheduled Castes Development Division) has constituted a 
National Commission for one year to study the developmental aspects of the Denqtified Tribes, 
Nomadic and Semi-nomadic Tribes, vide the Resolution No. 12016/9/2003-SCD (R.L. Cell), 
published in the Gazette of India, Part I, Section 1, dated the 22nd November, 2003. 


2. And whereas the Central Government considers it necessary to specify certain 
guidelines in addition to the aforesaid Resolution with regard to the qualification, 
method of appointment of the Chairperson, Members and Member-Secretary, filling up 
of any vacancy in office thereof, resignation and removal, the terms of office and salary 
and allowances etc. in the said Commission. 

3. Q ualifica ti on? 

(i) The Chairperson, Members and Member-Secretary shall be appointed from 
amongst persons of ability, integrity and standing. 

(ii) The Chairperson shall be appointed from amongst eminent professionals 
belonging to either of the Nomadic, Semi-Nomadic, Denotified 'Tribes', Scheduled Caste 
or Scheduled Tribes, who inspires confidence amongst the target groups by his/her 
personality and record of selfless service; 

(iii) At least one of the Members shall be appointed from amongst persons belonging to 
the Nomadic, Semi-Nomadic, Denotified Tribes', Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribes. 
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(iv) The minimum qualification for Chairperson and Members and Member-Secretary 
shall be a Graduate degree in any discipline. 

(v) The minimum age for the Chairperson will be 50 years, 

(vi) The Chairperson and Members will not have a criminal record. 

(vii) Out of four Members, one Member shall be appointed as Member- Secretary. 

4. Term of Office -The Chairperson and every Member shall hold office for a term in 
accordance with the notification published in the Gazette of India. 

5. Salaries and allowances 

(a) The status, salaries, allowances, and other facilities including accommodation of the 
Chairperson, Members and Member-Secretary shaii be as determined by the 
Government of India but shall not be less than Secretary to the Government of India. 

(b) Where any person, being a retired judge of the Supreme Court or of a High Court or 
a retired government servant or retired servant of any other institution or autonomous 
body and in receipt of a pension in respect of any previous service, is appointed as the 
Chairperson, a Member or Member-Secretary, the salary admissible to him under these 
rules shall be the salary and allowances admissible to a Secretary to the Government of 
India, reduced by the amount of that pension and if he/she had received in lieu of a 
portion of the pension, the commuted value thereof, by the amount of that portion of 
the pension. 

(c) When the Chairperson, any Member or Member-Secretary is a Member of 
Parliament, or a State Legislature he/she shall not be entitled to any remuneration 
other than the allowances, defined in clause (a) of section 2 of the Parliament 
(Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 1959 (10 of 1959) or as the case may be, other 
than the allowances, if any, which a Member of the Legislature of the State may, under 
any law for the time being in force in the State relating to the prevention of 
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disqualification for membership of the State Legislature receive without incurring such 
disqualification. 

(d) In case where the clauses 5(b) and 5(c) above are not applicable, then the Salary 
and allowances as are admissible to the Secretary to the Government of India shall be 
applicable to the Chairperson, Members and Member-Secretary of the Commission. 

6. Leave 

The Chairperson, Members and Member-Secretary shall be entitled to leave as follows:- 

(a) earned leave, half pay leave and commuted leave in accordance with the Central 
Civil Services(Leave)Rules,1972 as amended from time to time, and 

(b) extraordinary leave shall not be as admissible. 

7. Medical. Facilities 

The Medical Facilities to the Chairperson, Members ana Member-Secretary shall be as 
admissible to a Secretary to the Government of India. 


8. Arrangement in case of a permanent o r temporary vacancy 
If the office of the Chairperson becomes vacant or if the Chairperson is for any reason 
absent or unable to discharge the duties of his/her office, those duties shall until the 
new Chairperson assumes office or the existing Chairperson resumes his/her office as 


the case may be, be discharged by the senior most Member. 

9. Resignation and Removal 

(1) The Chairperson, a Member and Member-Secretary, may, by notice in writing under 
his/her hand addressed to the President, resign his/her post. 

(2) The President may by order remove from office the Chairperson, a Member or 
Member-Secretary if he/she, 

(i) is adjudged as an insolvent; or 

(ii) is engaged during his term of office in any paid employment outside the duties of 
his office; or 
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(iii) is, in the opinion of the President, unfit to continue in office by reason of 
infirmity of mind or body; or 

(iv) is convicted and sentenced to imprisonment for an offence, which in the opinion 
of the President, involves moral turpitude; or 

(v) refuses to act; or 

(vi) is without obtaining leave of absence from the Commission, absents from three 
consecutive meetings of the Commission; or 

(vii) in the opinion of the President, has so abused the position of the Chairperson, or 

a Member as to render that person's continuance in office detrimental to the interests 

of the Commission: 

Provided that the Chairperson, a Member or Member-Secretary shall not be 
removed until he/she has been given a reasonable opportunity of being heard in the 
matter.
